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EXHIBITION  OP  GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES  IN  LONDON. 

In  order  that  British  manufacturers  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
familiarising  themselves  with  German  and  Austrian  methods  of 
advertising,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  collected  over  7,500  specimen 
catalogues  of  German  and  Austrian  origin,  and  these  may  be 
inspected  at  the  Foreign  Samples  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Commercial  Intelligence,  32,  Cheapside,  I..ondon,  E.C.  A  large 
number  of  catalogues  has  recently  been  received  from  Canada, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  Barcelona,  [.as  Palmas  (Grand  Canary), 
Portuguese  East  and  West  Africa,  Bangkok,  Harbin,  and  Yokohama. 

One  feature  of  the  catalogues,  which  is  of  especial  interest  to  British 
nianu'acturers  who  are  themselves  publishing  catal(»gaes  with  a  view 
to  increasing  their  export  trade,  is  the  number  of  foreign  languages 
in  which  the  (ierman  and  Austrian  catalogues  are  printed.  The 
Board  of  Trade  collection  includes  catalogues  printed  in  Etjglish, 
French.  Spanish,  Portuguese,  lloumanian,  Russian,  Finnish,  Polish, 
Italian,  Dutch,  Hungarian,  Bohemian,  Greek,  and  Chinese.  Many  are 
polyglot  in  character,  and  are  printed  in  three,  four,  and  in  some  cases 
eight  difterent  languages. 

A  lu-w  index  is  being  prepared,  in  which  the  catalogues  will  lie 
classified  both  as  regards  articles  of  manufacture  and  names  of 
manutacturers,  thus  rendering  identification  of  any  particular  cata¬ 
logue  a  simple  matter. 


EXHIBITION  OF  SAMPLES  OF  GERMAN  AND 
AUSTRIAN  GOODS  IN  CANADA. 

The  Board  of  IVade  collection  of  samples  of  German  and  Austrian 
goods,  formerl)’  sold  in  British  markets  abroad  and  in  certain  foreign 
markets,  which  has  been  lent  to  the  Canadian  Government  for 
exhibition  in  the  Dominion,  was  exhibited  at  Montreal  from  28th 
Sepiemher  to  7th  Ojtober,  and  at  Toronto  from  23rd  October  to  7th 
Novemlier.  'I'hese  exhibitions  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Canadian  Department  of  'I'rade  and  Commerce. 

Mr.  H.  Kershaw,  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence, 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  collection,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  writes  that  the  Montreal  exhibition,  which  was  visited  by 
H.H.H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  was  very  suoressful,  over  1,700 
visitors,  ne.arly  all  of  whom  were  manufacturers,  having  atttmded. 
While  in  the  city,  Mr.  Kershaw’  gave  an  address  to  the  Montreal 
branch  of  the  Cinadian  Manufacturers’  Association. 

Tne  attendance  at  Toronto  was  2,591,  all  l>eing  manufacturers, 
or  traders,  with  the  exception  of  about  400  students.  This 
exhibition,  writes  the  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Toronto 
(Mr.  F.  W.  Field),  was  successful  in  every  w’ay  and  attracted  great 
attention  not  only  in  Toronto  itself  but  throughout  Ontario.  The 
exhibition  has  stimulated  considerable  interest  in  foreign  markets 
among  Canadian  manufacturers.  Mr.  vK^-rshaw’  gave  addresses  to 
the  Hamilton  Board  of  Trade  (I’.e.,  Chamber  of  Cornmeree)  and  to 
various  delegations  attending  this  exhibition,  and  these  were  much 
appreciated.

And  whereas  by  Section  one,  sub-section  two,  of  the  said  Act, 
it  is  provided  that  any  List  of  persons  and  bodies  of  persons,  in¬ 
corporated  or  unincmporated,  with  whom  such  trading  is  pro¬ 
hibited  by  a  Proclamation  under  the  said  Act  may  be  varied  or 
added  to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  Secretary  of  State,  such  List  as  so  varied  or 
added  to  being  in  the  last  mentioned  Proclamation  referred  to 
as  the  “  Statutory  List  ”  : 

And  whereas  the  List  contained  in  the  last  mentioned  Procla¬ 
mation  has  been  varied  and  added  to  by  subsequent  Orders  of 
Council :

*^»ote  (1). — Under  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclamations 
of  25th  June,  and  iOth  November,  1915,  all  proclamations  re¬ 
lating  to  trading  with  the  enemy  apply  to  all  persons  or  bodies 
of  persons  of  enemy  nationality,  I'csideut  or  carrying  on  business 
in  Liberia,  Peisia,  Alonicco  or  Portuguese  Fiast  Africa,  and  con¬ 
sequently  it  is  an  otlence  to  trade  with  any  pei-son  or  body  of  jier- 
sons  of  enemy  nationality,  resident  or  carrying  on  business  in 
Liberia,  Persia,  Morocco  or  Portuguese  East  Africa,  even  though 
such  person  or  body  of  persons  is  not  included  by  name  in  the 
above  list,  and  the  omission  of  the  name  of  any  such  person  or 
body  of  persons  from  such  list  is  not  an  authority  or  licence  to 
trade  with  such  jierson  or  body  of  persons. 

Note  (2). — Where  a  firm  named  in  the  list  has  more  than  one 
branch  in  the  same  country,  all  branches  in  that  country  are 
held  to  be  included  in  the  list,  even  in  cases  where  no  address, 
or  of  several  addresses  one  only  is  specifically  mentioned. 

Note  (3). — The  list  for  each  country  is  sent  by  telegraph  to 
His  Majesty’s  Representative  in  that  country,  who  will  notify 
British  Consular  officers,  to  whom  persons  abroad  should  apply 
for  inforrajition  as  to  names  on  the  list;  but  firms  in  the  United 
Kingdom  with  branches  abroad  ai-e  advised  to  furnish  such 
branches  with  copies  of  the  Statutory  List.  The  lists  for  all 
countries  in  Central  and  South  America  are  also  telegraphed  to 
His  Majesty’s  Ambassador  at  Washington. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  prepared  on  application  to 
inquire  of  His  Majesty’s  Representatives  abroad  for  the  names 
of  substitutes  for  any  firm  on  the  Statutory  List.  When  the 
applicant  wishes  this  done  by  telegraph  he  must  undertake  to  pay 
the  cost  of  the  telegraphic  correspondence.  A  considerable 
amount  of  information  is,  however,  already  available  at  the 
Foreign  Trade  Dep.irtment,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  pos¬ 
sible  in  many  oases  to  suggest  the  names  of  satisfactory  sub¬ 
stitutes  in  response  to  inquiries,  without  the  necessity  of  referring 
the  matter  abroad.  It  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  this 
Department  if  applicants  in  making  inquiries  would  specify  the 
particular  trade,  or  trades,  for  which  substitutes  are  required. 


RESTRICTIONS  ON  EXPORTS  TO  THE  NETHER-' 
LANDS  AND  NORWAY. 

With  reference  to  the  notices  in  the  issues  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  14th  September  (pages  765-6)  and  23rd  Novemlx^r 
(page  573)  relative  to  restrictions  on  exports  to  Norway  and  the 
Netherlands,  it  is  notified  by  the  Foreign  Office  that  the  restrictions

Consideration  will,  in  future,  be  given 
to  applications  for  licences  to  export  certain  quantities  ot  these 
articles  to  that  country,  provided  that  the  beef  casings  are  consigned 
to  the  Norwegian  Wholesale  Provision  Merchants’  Association,  and 
that  the  coffee  is  consigned  to  the  Norwegian  Wholesale  Grocers’ 
Association ;  and  that  the  applications  are  supported  by  certificates 
issued  in  favour  of  the  importers  by  these  Associations. 

Exports  of  Sheepskins. 

The  interpretation  given  to  the  word  “  sheepskins  ”  in  the  notice  in 
the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  23rd  November  is  withdrawn  in  the 
case  of  the  Netherlands,  and  the  embargo  confined  to  sheepskins.

GEORGE  R.I. 

Whereas,  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1915,  We  did  issue  Our 
Royal  Proclamation  spH»cifying  the  artic'es  which  it  was  Our  intention 
to  treat  as  contraband  during  the  continuance  of  hostilities,  or  until 
We  did  give  further  public  notice  ;  and 

Whereas,  on  the  27th  day  of  January,  1916,  the  12th  day  of 
April,  1916,  the  27th  day  of  June,  1916,  and  the  3rd  day  of  Ootolier, 
1916,  We  did.  by  Our  Royal  Proclamations  of  those  dates,  make 
certain  additions  to  and  modifications  in  the  said  list  of  articles  to  be 
treated  as  contraband  ;  and 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  certain  further  additions  to  the 
said  list : 

Now,  therefore.  We  do  hereby  declare,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Privy  Ckiuncil,  that  during  the  (!ontinuance  of  the  war  or  until 
We  do  give  further  public  notice,  the  following  articles  will  be  treated 
as  absolute  contraband  in  addition  to  those  set  out  in  Our  Royal 
Proclamations  aforementioned  : — 

Diamonds  suitable  for  industrial  purposes. 

Silk  in  all  forms  and  the  manufactures  thereof ;  silk  cocoons. 
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Contraband  ok  War — ccntinued. 

Artificial  silk  and  the  manufactures  thereof.

And  VVe  do  hereby  further  declare  that,  as  from  this  date,  the 
following  amendments  shall  l>e  male  in  Schedule  1  of  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  of  the  14th  day  of  Octol)er,  1915,  aforementioned: — 

For  item  4,  “  emerj*,  corundum,  natural  and  artificial  (alundum), 
and  carborundum  in  all  forms.”  there  shall  lie  substituted 
“emery,  corundum,  rarborumlum,  and  all  other  abrasive 
materials  whether  natural  or  artificial,  and  the  manufactures 
thereof.” 

And  We  do  hereby  further  declare  that,  as  from  this  date,  the 
following  amendments  t-hall  he  made  in  Our  Royal  Proclamation  of 
the  12th  day  of  April,  1916,  aforementioned  : — 

For  “gold,  silver,  paper  rnonej'.  and  all  negotiable  instruments 
and  realisable  se  urities,”  there  shall  be  substituted  “  gold, 
silver,  paper  mon^-y,  securities,  negotiable  instruments, 
cheques,  drafts,  orders,  warrants,  coupons,  letters  of  credit 
delegation  or  advice,  c-redit  and  debit  notes,  or  other  docu¬ 
ments,  which  in  themselves,  or  if  completed,  or  if  acted 
ujxm  by  the  recipient,  authorise,  confirm,  or  give  effect  to 
the  transfer  of  money,  credit,  or  securities.”  '

as  from  this  date,  be  treated  as  ciinditional  contraband  in  addition  to 
those  set  out  in  Our  Royal  Proclamati  uis  aforementioned  : —

Particulars  of  Business  required.

November,  requiring  all  persons  engaged  in  the  sale,  distribution, 
storage  or  shipment  of  leather  to  furnish  to  the  Director  of  Army 
Contracts  such  particulars  as  to  their  business  as  may  be  required  on 
his  behalf. 

Stocks  of  American  Leather. 

In  at'cordance  with  the  terms  of  the  above  Order  the  Army 
Council  require  all  importers,  brokers,  factors  or  merchants  holding 
stocks  of  or  dealing  in  any  way  in  American  leather  (sides,  backs  and 
bends)  to  make  a  return  on  a  schedule  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Director  of  Army  Contracts,  Raw  Materials  Section,  Imperial  House, 
Tothill  Street,  Westminster,  S.W. 


PROHIBITION  OP  USE  OF  WHEAT  IN  MANU¬ 
FACTURE  OF  BEER,  ETC. 

It  has  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that,  in  consequence 
of  the  scarcity  and  the  high  price  of  barley,  purch  wes  of  wheac  have 
recently  been  made  by  brewers  for  use  in  their  business.  The  Board 
of  Trade  have  accorditigly  made  an  Order,  the  effect  of  which  is  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  wheat  in  the  manufacture  of  beer  and  similar 
liquors.  The  Order  came  into  force  on  27th  November. 

The  use  of  any  grain  for  the  production  of  spirits,  without  the 
authorisation  of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  was  prohibited  by  an 
Order^dated  10th  May  last. 
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ECONOMICAL  USE  OF  METALS. 

Committee  Appointed. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  appointed  a  Committee,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Fielding,  to  advise  him  upon  the  steps 
which  can  be  taken  to  secure  the  most  economical  use  of  the  metals 
required  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions  of  war. 


PURCHASE  OF  DOMINION  WOOL  CLIPS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  War  Office  notifies  that  negotiations  have 
been  taking  place  with  the  Australian  and  New  Zealand  Governments 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Dominion  wool  clips  on  behalf  of  the  War 
Oftice.  Agreement  has  now  been  reached  with  each  Government  and 
detailed  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  handling  of  this  season’s 
clips  on  Government  account.  a 

This  action  has  been  taken  in  order  to  safeguard  supplies  of  raw 
material  required  for  clothing  the  Hritish  and  Allied  Armies  and  for 
maintaining  continuity  of  production  in  the  woollen  and  worsted 
industries  of  Great  Britain  and  her  Allies. 

An  announcement  will  shortly  be  made  giving  details  of  the 
organisation  of  the  scheme.  Any  enquiries  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Army  Contracts,  Raw  Materials  Section,  Imperial 
House,  Tothill  Street,  S.W. 


TRAFFIC  ON  THE  RAILWAYS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  desire  to  point  out  that  the  increasing  demands 
made  by  the  War  on  the  resources  of  British  railway*  companies  call 
for  the  utmost  economy  in  the  employment  of  staff  and  rolling  stock. 

(1)  While  the  conveyance  of  troops  has  thrown  an  enormous 
burden  on  the  railways,  civilian  traffic  has  diminished  little,  if  at  all, 
and  the  time  has  come  when  every  person  proposing  to  travel  by 
train  should  consider  whether  it  is  really  necessary  that  the  journey 
should  be  undertaken. 

The  Government  would  be  reluctant  to  take  any  steps  in  the 
direction  of  a  general  interference  with  railway  travel,  and  the 
possibility  of  any  such  action  may  be  made  more  remote  if  members 
of  the  public  will  individually  bear  in  mind  that  every  journey  not 
of  genuine  necessity  should  avoided  in  the  interests  of  the  country. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Trade  desire  also  to  impress  upon  all  traders  the 
urgent  importance  of  taking  every  step  in  their  pow'er  to  avoid  delays 
to  wagons  both  in  loading  and  unloading.  The  saving  of  a  day  all 
round  means  in  effect  a  substantial  addition  to  the  rolling  stock  of  the 
country.  Economy  and  despatch  in  the  use  of  sheets  for  covering 
wagons  is  also  of  great  importance. 

The  heavy  and  urgent  demands  for  the  conveyance  of  vast  quanti¬ 
ties  of  war  material  renders  some  delay  to  other  traffic  inevitable. 
The  Board  of  Trade  have  urged  the  railway  companies  on  their  part 
to  adopt  all  possible  measures  to  expedite  the  handling  of  the  traffic, 
and  they  rely  on  the  traders  to  co-oi>erate  with  the  companies  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  difficulties  that  must  necessarily  arise. 
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MARKING  GOODS  FOR  NEW  ZEALAND 
“BRITISH  MADE.” 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr.  R.  W.  Dalton) 
writes  that  it  has  been  pointed  out  to  him  that  British  manufacturers 
do  not  make  sufficient  use  of  the  description  “  British  made  ”  on  the 
goods  they  supply.  In  a  market  such  as  New  Zealand,  where  the^e 
is  a  keen  desire  to  purchase  British  goods  whenever  possible,  such  a 
description  would  have  a  strong  selling  force.  At  the  present  time 
this  description  would  be  even  more  effective  as  a  selling  point, 
partly  as  a  result  of  the  quickened  interest  in  British  goods,  and 
partly  because  many  firms  are  now  making  goods  so  much  like  goods 
which  formerly  came  from  Germany  that  the  buyer  is  not  sure  that 
he  is  not  being  deceived  when  he  is  informed  that  the  goods  he  is 
now  offered  are  British. 

A  case  brought  to  the  notice  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  recently 
was  one  in  which  a  buyer  in  New  Zealand  returned  a  shipment  of 
goods  because  he  was  convinced  that  they  were  of  German  manu¬ 
facture.  In  view  of  the  developments  which  have  been  made  in  the 
United  Kingdom  in  the  manufacture  of  goods  formerly  supplied  by 
Germany,  adds  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner,  this  case  illustrates  what 
might  easily  happen  in  instances  where  goods  really  are  British  but 
are  similar  to  German  goods.  (D.C.I.  32,831.) 


REGULATION  OF  TRADE  IN  TERRITORY  KNOWN  AS 
“GERMAN  EAST  AFRICA.” 

The  Colonial  Office  notify  that  a  telegram  has  been  received  from 
the  Government  of  the  East  Africa  Protectorate,  from  which  it 
appears  that  no  part  of  “  German  Eist  Africa”  is  yet  open  to  trading, 
but  that  on  1st  December  that  portion  of  German  Flwt  Africa  which 
is  to  the  north  of  the  Central  Railway,  excluding  Dar-es-Salaam  and 
other  towns  on  the  Central  Railway  itself,  will  be  open  to  traders, 
who  w’ill  be  subject  to  local  regulations. 

Traders  should  apply  to  the  Chief  Political  Officer,  Dar-es-Salaara, 
for  permits,  which  may  be  withheld  or  withdrawn  without  assigning 
the  reasons  or  granting  compensation.  Traders  are  warned  that  no 
Government  transport  passages  are  allowed,  nor  will  assistance  be 
given  in  providing  accommodation  or  inland  transport.  Rail  facilities 
and  the  number  of  available  buildings  are  very  restricted. 

Correspondence  and  Parcel  Post. 

The  Postmaster-General  announces  that  correspondence  (except 
parcels)  for  the  civil  population  in  “German  East  Africa”  can  now  be 
accepted  for  transmission.  The  rate  of  postage  to  be  prepaid  on 
letters  is  Id.  per  ounce.  The  parcel  post  (except  to  the  troops)  is  still 
suspended.  (D.C.I.  46,856.)

The  total  yield  of  wheat  in  Canada,  United  States,  India,  European 
Russia  (48  Governments),  United  Kingdom.  Spain,  Norway, 
Netherlands,  Roumania,  Switzerland,  Jaj)an,  Egypt,  and  Tunis  is 
given  at  1,190,817,000  cwts.,  and  of  rye  in  the  United  States, 
Canada,  Russia,  Ireland,  Ital}’,  Norway,  Netherlands.  Spain,  and 
Switzerland  at  468,473,000  cwts.  The  total  production  of  barley  in 
the  same  countries  as  mentioned  for  wheat  with  the  exception  of 
India,  is  estimated  at  410,817,000  cwts.,  and  of  oats  in  the  same 
countries  as  for  barley  with  the  omission  of  Egypt  and  Japan  at 
787,015,000  cwts.  The  total  yield  of  maize  in  the  United  States, 
European  Russia  (48  Governments),  Italy,  Switzerland,  Japan,  .and 
Can.ada  is  estimated  .at  1,402,386,000  cwts. 

Compared  with  the  average  production  in  the  jjeriod  1909-13, 
these  estimates  represent  increases  of  14'8,  2'6,  and  5*7  per  cent,  for 
rye,  barley  and  o.ats ;  and  decreases  of  7*4  .and  3*3  per  cent,  for 
wheat  and  maize  re.'pectively. 
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RKCENT  INDUSTRIAI.  I)E VE LOPxMENTS  IN 
RESSIA. 

The  Hritish  Vice-Consul  at  Moscow  (Mr.  E.  B.  St.  Clair)  has 
furnished  the  following  notes  on  recent  industrial  developments  in 
Russia : — 

Chemical  industry. — The  war  has  compelled  Russia  to  develop  her 
own  chemical  industry,  ajid  a  cerrain  number  of  works  have  already 
been  erected  while  many  are  projected,  A  siiperphoitpliiito  factory  has 
been  erected  on  the  lai  I  way  between  the  stitiuns  Molovilich-Levshino, 
by  the  Zemstvo  of  Perm  and  Viatka.  The  capital  invested  in  this 
undertaking  is  1,000,000  roubles.  A  celluloid  factory  has  been 
erected  t'lt  Kalino  on  the  Penn  R!ldv^a3^  1'he  Nijegorodski  Zemstvo 
has  built  a  formalin  factoiy  at  Vetluga.  A  technical  laboratory  for 
the  production  of  lanolins,  uaiihllialine,  etc.,  has  been  built  in  Rostov. 

A  large  company  has  been  formed  in  .Moscow,  with  a  capital  of 
4,000,000  roubles,  for  the  eretttion  of  a  coke-henzol  factory.  In  'I’omsk 
a  large  chemical  factory  is  projected  for  the  production  of  medicaments. 
A  factory  producing  tanning  materials  in  Kiev,  having  been  seques¬ 
tered,  is  now  being  administered  by  the  Zernski  Soyuz  (i.e.  Union  of 
Zemstvos),  and  the  output  of  tanning  materials  has  lieen  largely 
increased.  Another  tanning  material  factory  is  projected  at  Maikop 
in  the  Caucasus. 

Prior  to  the  war,  the  production  of  fertilisers  in  Russia  was  largely 
dependent  on  raw  materials  supplied  by  Germany.  A  great  shortage 
of  machinery  for  the  use  of  artificial  manure  factories  is  badly  felt, 
and  this  hinders  the  more  rapid  development  of  the  industry.  The 
manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid,  appears  to  be  progressing  fairly^  well. 
Several  new  works  having  been  erected  in  the  Volga  region,  in  the 
Donetz  basin,  in  the  Caucasus,  and  in  tlie  Urals. 

'Phe  supply  of  Russian  p;intes  is  increasing,  but  other  raw  materials 
used  by  sulphuric  acid  works  are  in  short  supply,  Nevv  saltpetre 
deposits  have  been  discovered  in  the  Altai  districts  (Siberia)  and  are 
being  studied  with  a  view'  to  their  ex])loitation.  New  deposits  of 
pyrites  have  been  discovered  near  the  railway  station  Kinol  in  the 
Hoguruslan  district,  and  near  Samara  there  are  said  to  be  deposits  of 
sulphur, 

Olaas  industry. —  The  mobilisation  of  Russian  industries  in  1915 
also  affected  the  glass  industry,  which  was  called  upon  to  produce 
for  the  military  authorities  goods  that  were  formerly  imported  from 
abroad,  e.g.,  mirrors,  lenses,  ami  other  sup/dies  for  optical  instruments, 
thermometer  tubing,  etc.  The  production  of  thermometers  in  Russia  is 
a  new  industry,  these  being  formerly  imported  from  Germany.  Fair 
progress  was  also  made  in  the  manufacture |of  insulating  glasses  for 
electric, al  purposes.  Some  difficulties  were  experienced  in  making 
optical  glasses,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  gradually  be  overcome. 

The  prices  of  optical  and  other  instruments  in  Russia  have  gone 
up  by  some  lOO  per  cent.  'Phere  is  a  great  demand  for  microscopes, 
scientific  apparatus,  field  glasses,  etc;.  Russian  industr}’-  in  these  pro¬ 
ducts  is  undeveloped,  as  there  are  no  specialists  or  experienced  hands 
available.  Hospitals  placed  Large  orders  with  glass  works  for  the 
production  of  articles  for  medical  and  surgical  use. 
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Surgical  instruments. — There  was  a  great  shortage  of  surgical 
instruments  in  Russia  in  1915,  all  available  stocks  being  bought  up 
at  the  beginning  of  the  war  by  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  the 
Zemstvo  and  town  organisations.  Difficulties  were  experienced  in 
obtaining  fresh  supplies  from  abroad,  and  steps  were  accordingly 
taken  to  manufacture  these  instruments.  This  is  quite  a  new  industry 
in  Russia,  and  its  development  has  been  greatly  handicapped  by  the 
shoitage  of  instrument  steel  and  suitable  machines  and  appliances. 

Cold  stores. — The  establishment  of  cold  stores  had  already  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  Russian  Government  and  Communal  organisations 
in  past  years,  but  little  has  been  done  in  this  direction.  In  1914  the 
Duma  assigned  15,000,000  roubles  for  refrigerating  arrangements  on 
the  Andishan-Petrograd  Railway  to  Tula,  but  so  far  nothing  has  been 
done  in  the  matter.  It  has,  however,  been  decided  to  erect  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  refrigerating  plants  in  the  town  of  Uralsk,  at  a  total  cost 
of  15,000,000  roubles.  There  is  no  doubt  that  cold  stores  have  a 
great  future  in  Russia  and  there  should  be  an  excellent  demand  for 
refrigerating  machinery  after  the  war. 

Peat  industry. — The  peat  industry  in  the  central  industrial  districts 
of  Russia  (the  Governments  of  Moscow,  Vladimir,  Nijni-Novgorod, 
Riazan,  Kostroma  and  Tambov)  began  to  develop  in  1906,  when  a 
crisis  arose  in  the  oil  industry,  and  not  only  manufacturers,  but  also 
the  Government,  have  been  greatly  interested  in  its  development 
during  recent  years. 

The  output  of  peat  in  the  above-mentioned  districts  increased 
from  62,400,000  ponds  in  1909  to  81,700,000  pouds  in  1913.  The 
output  of  peat  is  greatly  dependent  on  the  price  of  oil.  During  1913 
for  example,  when  the  consumption  of  oil  decreased  somewhat,  larger 
amounts  ot  i>eat  and  coal  were  used  in  its  stead. 

There  should  be  a  good  opening  for  peat  pressing  machinery  in 
the  future.  The  Council  of  Ministers  has  assigned  1,700,000  roubles 
for  the  purchase  of  peat  presses,  and  a  trial  order  of  70  presses  has 
bt^n  placed  with  works  in  Moscow.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
has  applied  for  a  credit  of  3,000,000  roubles  for  the  development 
of  the  peat  industry. 

Motor  cars. — The  Central  War  Industrial  Committee  initiated  the 
idea  of  developing  the  manufacture  of  motor  cars  in  Russia,  and 
large  orders  have  been  placed  with  Russian  works  in  order  to  develop 
this  industry.  It  is  expected  that  subsidies  will  be  granted,  or 
advances  made  on  orders  so  placed.  So  far  the  bulk  of  motor  cars  in 
use  in  Russia  has  been  imported,  imports  in  1913-14  being  valued 
at  13,000,000  roubles.

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NEW  SPANISH  “LAW  OF  SUBSISTENCE.” 

The  "  Gaceta  de  Madrid”  of  12th  November  publishes  the  text  of 
a  Law,  dated  11th  November,  authorising  the  Spanish  Government  to 
take  steps  for  maintaining  supplies  of  foodstuffs  and  raw  materials  in 
Spain.  [This  measure  replaces  and  amends  the  Law  of  Subsistence 
of  18th  February,  1915  (see  p.  773  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  18th  March,  1915),  the  period  of  operation  of  that  Law  expiring  on 
18th  February  next.J 

The  new  Law  empowers  the  Government  to  reduce  or  suspend 
temporarily  import  duties  on  alimentary  substances  of  prime  necessity 
and  on  raw  materials,  when  exceptional  circumstances  require,  in  the 
interests  of  the  national  food  supply  or  the  maintenance  of  industries 
or  agriculture.  Authorisation  is  also  granted  for  the  Government 
purchase  of  supplies  of  foodstuffs  and  raw  materials,  with  a  view  to 
selling  them  at  fixed  prices,  and  for  the  reduction  of  railway  transport 
rates,  when  such  courses  are  deemed  advisable. 

The  Government  is  further  authorised  to  adopt  such  measures  as 
may  be  necessary  to  bring  Spanish  ships  previou.'»ly  engaged  in  the 
national  trade  back  again  to  that  service,  to  regulate  freights,  and  to 
suspend  the  enforcement  of  Article  2  of  •  the  Law  of  Maritime 
Communications,  which  reserves  the  national  coasting  traffic 
exclusively  to  vessels  sailing  under  the  Spanish  flag  and  of  home 
construction. 

As  regards  cereals  and  fuel,  authorisation  is  granted  to  the 
Government  (a)  to  draw  up  a  scheme  of  distribution  such  as  will  best 
satisfy  national  requirements,  the  operation  of  private  contracts  being 
suspended  if  necessary  ;{h)  to  take  over  the  working  of  the  coal,  etc. 
mines  should  other  means  prove  inefficacious  for  obtaining  normal 
quotations  for  their  products. 

Power  is  also  given  to  the  Government  to  requisition  any  stocks  of 
alimentary  substances  and  raw  materials,  and  temporarily  to  occupy 
warehouses  or  other  places  where  such  are  stored,  provided  that 
requisitions  are  confined  oidy  to  such  quantities  as  are  strictly 
necessary.  The  price  to  be  paid  to  the  owners  in  respect  of  these 
stocks,  etc.  will  be  fi.xed  by  the  Governor  of  the  Province  concerned. 

The  full  text  (in  Spanish)  of  the  Law,  which  will  remain  in  force 
for  twelve  months,  and  will  be  extended  for  a  further  twelve  months 
if  necessary,  may  be  consulted  by  British  firms  interested  at  the 
Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence,  73,  Basinghall  Street, 
London,  K.C. 

The  “Gaceta”  of  16th  November  publishes  a  Royal  Decree 
establishing  a  Central  Commission,  to  be  known  as  the  “Junta 
Central  de  Subsistencias,”  which  will  draw  up  and  submit  to  the 
Spanish  Ministry  of  Finance,  as  soon  as  possible,  regulations  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  measures  projected  bv  the  above-mentioned  law,

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RAILWAY  CONSTRUCTION  IN  SOUTHERN  SIAM. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  963  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  28th  Septeniher,  relative  to  the  progress  of  railway 
construction  in  Siam,  11. M.  Consul-General  at  Bangkok  (Mr.  T.  H. 
Lyle,  C.M.G.)  reports,  under  date  9th  October,  that  through  traffic 
from  that  city  to  Senggora  on  the  east  coast  and  to  Trang  on 
the  west  coast  of  the  Malay  Peninsula  commenced  on  the  date 
mentioned. 

With  the  opening  of  through  communication  between  Bangkok  and 
Penang  via  Kedah,  taster  trains  will  be  put  on,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
only  two  nights  will  be  spent  on  the  journey  between  these  extreme 
points. 

There  remain  to  be  constructed  the  connection  with  Kelantan,  a 
distance  of  219  kilometres,  of  which  105  kilometres  of  rail  have  been 
laid,  and  the  connection  with  Kedah,  a  di.stance  of  48  kilometres,  of 
which  38  kilometres  of  rail  have  been  laid.  It  is  underst(X)d  that  on 
the  Kedah  or  British  side  the  railhead  has  already  reached  the 
Anglo-Siamese  boundary.  .(D.C.I.  46,114).

several  new  items  were  included  in  the  above-mentioned  list  of  piece- 
goods,  he  had  decided  to  allow,  before  enforcing  such  stamping,  a 
period  of  four  months  to  importers  of  piece-goods  in  respect  of  these 
new  items. 

Some  of  the  new  items  included  are  coatings,  flannels,  flannelettes, 
meltons,  tussores,  velvets  and  velveteens,  and  it  is  stated  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Bengal  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  stampings  may 
harm  the  very  expensive  cloths.  They  state,  however,  that  if  the 
stamp  is  put  in  a  corner  of  the  piece,  or  on  a  tab,  the  fabric  need  not 
be  injured,  and  importers  are  understood  not  to  be  likely  to  raise 
objections.  •  (c.  31,982.)

the  20th  October/2 nd 
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Finnish  Senate,  to  prohibit,  under  the  following  regulations,  the 
importation  into  the  Empire  (including  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland) 
of  articles  of  luxury,  and  to  confirm  lists  of  such  articles  : — 

(1)  The  said  lists  are  to  be  issued  separately  for  the  Empire 
and  for  Finland. 

(2)  The  prohibition  is  not  to  apply  to  gof)ds  imported  on 
account  of  Government  Institutions,  or  for  duly  certified 
necessities  of  national  defence  ; 

(3)  The  Minister  of  Commerce,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Minister  of  Finance,  may  authorise  in  separate  special 
cases,  on  separate  application  each  time,  exceptions  from  the 
said  prohibitions,  so  far  as  the  Empire  is  co?icerned.  Ex¬ 
ceptions  with  regard  to  the  import  into  Finland  may  be 
authorised  by  the  Imperial  Finnish  Senate,  acting  in  con¬ 
currence  with  the  Governor-General  of  Finland,  provided 
that  there  be  no  objection  on  the  part  of  the  Ministers  of 
Commerce  and  Finance. 


The  Hoard  of  Trade  are  informed,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  that 
the  fcrohihition  con  tern  filated.  by  this  Decree  has  not  yet  come  into  force 
penoiua  the  promulgation  of  the  lists  of  the  articles  tohich  it  i.s  intended 
to  jrrohihit. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that,  as  stated  in  the  notices  in  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal”  for  the  9th  November  (page  414)  and  the  I6th 
November  (page  529),  the  importation  into  the  Empire  of  all  goods 
on  private  account  via  Vladivostock  is  at  present  prohibited.  This 
prohibition  is  of  a  temporary  character;  but  it  is  impossible  to  say 
how  long  it  will  continue,  as  the  period  must  depend  on  the  amount 
of  Government  material  to  be  railed  and  on  the  capacity  of  railway 
conveyances.  It  appears  probable,  however,  that  exceptions  will  be 
made  in  favour  of  goods  which  were  en  route  for  Russia  via  Vladi¬ 
vostock  before  this  prohibition  w'as  announced. 


Decree  concerning 
the  Temporary 
Remission  of  Customs 
Duty  on  Sugar.

Journal  ”  for  the  26th  October  respecting  the 
proposed  temporary  remission  of  the  Customs 
duty  on  sugar  imported  into  Russia,  the 
Board  of  Trade  are  now'  in  receipt,  through 
the  Foreign  Office,  of  information  to  the 
effect  that  an  Imperial  Decree,  dated  the  10th/23rd  October,  1916, 
was  publi.shed  in  the  official  “  Bulletin  of  Laws  ”  of  Petrograd  on  the 
25th  October/7th  November,  authorising  the  import  of  sugar  into  the 
Empire,  free  of  Customs  duty,  by  all  frontiers,  until  the  lst/T4th 
September,  1917,  but  subject  to  payment  of  excise  duty  at  the  rate 
applicable  to  sugar  of  Russian  manufacture.  The  total  quantity  of 
sugar  to  be  thus  imported  is  not  to  exceed  20,000,000  pouds  (about 
322.500  tons). 

The  Minister  of  Finance,  in  concurrence  with  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  is  to  fix  the  date  for  the  coming  into  force  of  the  above 
measure,  and  the  procedure  and  conditions  in  connection  therewith.

sulphuric  acid,  certain  cardboard,  frames  and  headings  of  wood,  and 
certain  graduated  glassware)  which  were  prohibited  to  be  imported 
into  France  by  the  l^residential  Decree  of  the  28th  September  (see 
the  notice  at  pages  120-1  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the 
12th  October). 

The  prohibition  imposed  by  the  Beylical  Decree  referred  to  above 
is  not,  however,  to  apply  to  goods  which  are  proved  to  have  been 
despatched  to  Tunis,  or  are  declared  for  warehousing  in  Tunis,  prior 
to  the  date  of  publication  of  the  Decree ;  and  relaxations  of  the 
prohibition  may,  as  an  exceptional  measure,  be  authorised  under 
conditions  to  be  fixed  by  the  Tunisian  Director-General  of  Finance.

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  page  825  of  the  lioard  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  for  the  23rd  December,  1915  (under 
the  head  of  “  Proposed  Tariff  Changes  ”), 
respecting  a  Bill  which  had  been  laid  before 
the  Uruguayan  General  Assembly  to  combat 
the  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  beverages,  the  “  Diario  Oficial”  for  the 
11th  July  last  contains  a  Law,  dat^  the  7th  June,  which  exempts 
from  Customs  duties  (including  surtaxes)  all  non-alcoholic  beverages 
of  kinds  not  manufactured  in  Uruguay.  The  Customs  duties  on  such 
beverages  are  to  be  re-imposed  as  soon  as  factories  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  the  same  or  similar  beverages  are  set  up  in  the  Republic. 

'I'he  Law  also  provides  that  such  beverages,  whether  of  native  or 
foreign  manufacture,  are  also  to  be  exempted  from  all  fiscal  or  internal 
revenue  duties,  and  that  advertisements  for  such  beverages  are  to  be 
exempt  from  payment  of  any  municipal  taxes.  (C.  3i,5H*.s.) 

The  Uruguayan  “  Diario  Dficial  ”  for  the  2nd  October  contains  a 
Presidential  Decree,  dated  the  29th  Septem¬ 
ber,  which  authorises  the  importation  r/d  the 
port  of  Montevideo,  until  further  notice,  of 
serums  and  vaccines,  of  kinds  not  produced 
in  Uruguay,  which  are  to  be  used  for  animals 
belonging  to  the  persons  imjwrting  the  serums  and  vaccines.  Before 
the  articles  may  be  imported,  the  interested  i^arf}'  must  present  to  the 
Sanitaiy  Inspection  of  Animals  Department  a  w’ritten  statement  of 
the  amount  of  the  serums  and  vaccines  which  it  is  desired  to  import.

After  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  five  years,  the  hunting  of 
chinchilla  and  the  sale  and  exfwrtation  of  chinchilla  skins  is  only  to 
be  permitted  during  the  months  from  May  to  August,  inclusive. 

The  Law  also  prescribes  }>enalties  for  the  infringement  of  its 
provisions,  and  provides  that  the  President  of  the  Republic  is  to  issue 
regulations  concerning  the  breeding  of  chinchilla  in  order  to 
encourage  the  domestication  thereof.

and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  importer  the  declared  value  of  the  goods 
increased  by  10  per  cent.  (Article  134  of  the  Customs  Regulations). 

'I'he  same  procedure  is  also  to  be  followed  in  the  case  of  goods  for 
which  re-exportation  papers  have  been  taken  out,  unless  the  interested 
parties  prefer  to  follow  the  course  provided  for  in  Article  069  of  the 
Customs  Regulations,  that  is,  to  pay  a  fine  equal  to  the  amount  of 
duty  on  the  difference  between  the  declared  and  the  real  value. 

In  the  case  of  goods  dutiable  according  to  the  declared  value,  the 
Customs  authorities  are  not  to  allow  any  application  for  direct  clear¬ 
ance  or  for  warehousing  to  go  forward  unless  the  consignees  of  the 
goods  make  a  signed  statement  at  the  foot  of  the  respective  documents 
to  the  effect  that  they  agree  with  the  value  declared. 

The  Customs  authorities  are  to  put  up  to  sale  by  auction,  in  the 
customary  form,  goods  which  have  been  transferred  to  them  by  order 
of  the  Customs  Appraisers  in  the  cases  referred  above.  The  sum  })aid 
by  the  Customs  for  the  goixls,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  duties 
and  other  charges  due  to  the  Treasury,  are  to  be  dediicted  from  the  net 
proceeds  of  the  sale,  and  the  surplus  (if  any)  is  to  be  handed  to  the 
Apprairers.  8hould  the  net  proceeds  not  be  sufficient  to  cover  these 
items,  the  difference  is  to  be  made  up  by  the  Appraisers  who  ordered 
the  transfer  of  the  gootls  to  the  Customs.

date  of  the  Decree  shall,  on  l)eing  cleared  through  the  Customs,  pa)’ 
the  tax  laid  down  by  Article  7  of  Law  No.  9647,  in  addition  to  that 
which  is  imposed  by  Article  8  of  that  Law. 

[Note. — Under  Article  7  of  Law  No.  9647  (which  was  noted  at 
pages  46-7  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  1st  April,  1915), 
all  imported  alcoholic  products,  wnether  bevenages  or  not,  were  to 
pay,  in  addition  to  the  Customs  duty,  an  internal  duty  of  1  centavo 
(paper  currency)  per  degree  or  fraction  of  a  degree  of  alcohol  in 
volume.  Until  the  issue  of  the  Decree  noted  above,  quinine  wines, 
etc.,  did  not  pay  this  duty  but  only  the  special  duties  on  beverages 
fixed  by  Article  8  of  the  f^aw  at  rates  varying  according  to  the 
quantity  of  alcohol  contained.]

,  „  .  .  October,  a  translation  of  a  Bill  which  was 

ropose  evision  presented  to  Congress  b}'  the  late  Argentine 

0  egu  a  ions.  Coverninent,  modifying  the  conditions  under 
which  commercial  travellers  may  exercise  their  calling  in  the 
Republic. 

Under  the  existing  laws  fifteen  separate  licences  (for  fourteen  pro¬ 
vinces  and  the  federal  capital)  are  necessary  in  order  that  commercial 
travellers  may  visit  the  whole  of  tfie  Republic.  The  licences  vary  in 
cost  between  200  and  1,000  pesos  currency,  totalling  a  sum  of  7,000 
pesos.  Tne  result  has  been  that  but  tew  travellers  visit,  the  less  im¬ 
portant  provinces,  which  have  received  a  very  small  revenue  from  this 
source. 

The  principal  object  of  the  Bill  is  to  provide  for  the  use  of  a 
single  licence,  which  will  enable  a  commercial  traveller  to  do  business 
in  all  ))arts  of  the  Republic  in  all  branches  of  trade.  The  licence  is 
to  be  valid  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  issue,  instead  of  expiring 
at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  as  is  now  the  case.  If  only  one 
branch  of  trade  is  rejuesented  the  licence  fee  will  lie  400  pesos,  with 
an  addition  of  ?00  pesos  for  each  additional  branch,  the  maximum 
fee  payable  being  1,000  pesos  which  will  entitle  the  holder  of  the 
licence  to  do  business  in  all  branches  of  trade. 

The  branches  of  commerce  subject  to  licence  are? — 

(1)  Articles  of  clothing  and  primary  materials  for  same; 

(2)  FoodstuHs  and  beverages  and  primary  materials  for  same; 

(3)  Building  materials  and  agricultural  reipiisites,  comprising 
lemedies  and  specihcs  for  live-stock,  plants,  and  fertilisers; 

(4)  Machinery,  repair  parts,  and  tools  of  all  classes;  and 

(5)  Any  other  class  of  articles  not  comprised  in  the  foregoing 
groups. 

Article  6  of  the  Bill  proposes  to  prohibit  the  issue  of  licences  to 
commercial  travellers  engaged  in  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

'file  Bill  also  contains  provisions  to  the  effect  that  samples,  sample 
cases  and  patterns  brought  from  abroad  may  be  cleared  through  the 
Custom  House  or  Receptories  by  the  pretentation  of  a  written 
application,  stating  complete  and  minute  details  of  the  goods,  a 
bond  being  given  for  the  v’alue  of  the  duties,  to  hold  good  for 
360  days. 

II. M.  Minister  points  out  that  as  Congress  adjourned  soon  after 
the  introduction  of  the  Bill  there  is  little  prospect  of  action  being 
taken  on  it  in  the  near  future.

JAPAN. 

H.M.  Consul  at  8himoncseki  (Mr.  E.  H.  Holmes)  reports  that  while 
no  new  railway  line  was  opened  to  tratlic  in  his 
Consular  district  during  1915,  the  extension  of 
the  San-in  line  from  Kioto  along  the  north-west 
coast  made  steady  progress,  and  the  branch  of  the 
main  Government  line  from  Ogori  Junction,  at 
present  open  as  far  as  Yamaguchi,  is  being  extended  to  meet  the 
new  line.  When  this  system  is  completed,  Shimonoseki  and  Moji 
will  be  brought  into  direct  rail  communication  wdth  the  Sea  of  Japan 
coast,  thus  opening  up  an  extensive  area  of  fertile  agricultural 
country. 

The  improvements  at  the  combined  railway  station  and  wharf  at 
Shimonoseki,  connecting  the  Government  railway  system  wdth  the 
steamer  service  to  Corea,  have  been  completed.  In  order  to  cope 
with  the  heav}’^  and  increasing  goods  and  passenger  traffic,  a  large 
new  station,  fitted  wdth  modern  equipment,  is  to  be  built.  Progress 
with  the  deepening  of  the  harbour  (see  p.  915  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  23rd  September,  1915)  is  steady,  if  slow;  it  will  be 
several  years  before  the  work  on  the  Moji  anchorage  and  fairway  of 
the  Shimonoseki  Sti-aits  will  be  completed. 

The  extension  of  the  Moji  Customs  accommodation  has  been  com¬ 
menced.  The  accommodation  hitherto  available 
was  entirely  inadequate  and  subject  to  inundation 
in  bad  w'eather,  but  the  new  scheme  will  render 
the  port  facilities  all  that  can  be  desired.  The 
project  consists  of  the  reclamation  of  36,000  sq. 
yds.  in  front  of  the  present  customs  area,  on  w'hich  will  be  erected 
commissioner’s  offices,  inspector’s  offices,  and  a  number  of  well-built 
warehouses,  and  connection  will  be  made  with  the  railwa3\  Up-to- 
date  electric  cranes  and  other  cargo-handling  facilities  will  l>e  installed. 
A  steel  jetty,  120  ft.  long,  will  be  provided  for  the  convenience  of 
passengers.  Protection  for  lighters  and  small  craft  in  bad  weather 
will  be  provided  bj’  a  breakwater  360  ft.  in  length.  (D.C.I.  28,417.)

The  demand  for  copper,  lead,  nickel,  and  zinc,  owing  to 
the  war,  led  to  great  activity  in  the  operation  of  the  already 
developed  de]X)sit8  of  these  minerals,  and  also,  later  in  the  year,  to  the 
opening  up  of  old  and  the  exploitation  of  new  deposits.

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AUSTRALIA. 

According  to  a  report  of  an  address  recently  delivered  by  tbe  Minister 
of  Agriculture  for  South  Australia,  published  in 
the  official  “  Journal  ”  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  of  that  State,  agricultural  tractors 
have  been  obtained  and  are  being  given  a  trial 
in  South  Australia,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
whether  they  are  cheaper  than  horse-drawn  implements.  It  was  the 
intention  of  the  Government,  the  Minister  said,  to  see  how  far  the 
cost  of  farming  operations  could  be  reduced  by  the  use  of  power 
machinery  for  agricultural  purposes.

CUBA. 

In  a  report  to  his  Government,  published  in  a  Supplement  to 
“  Commerce  Reports  ”  (Washington)  of  21st 
October,  the  United  States  Consul  at  Santiago 
de  Cuba  writes  that  the  copper  production  of  Cuba 
in  1915  amounted  to  200,000  tons,  valued  at 
2,200.000  dols.,  as  compared  wdth  180,000  tons,  valued  at  2,000,000 
dols.  in  1914.  High  prices  stimulated  prospecting  and  an  unusually 
large  number  of  claims  have  been  denounced  during  the  last  two 
years.  The  laws  of  Cuba,  adds  the  Consul,  are  liberal  and  the  labour 
suppiv  reasonably  plentiful,  so  that  the  production  of  copper  will 
probabl)’^  be  increased  in  the  future.

The  United  States  Consul  further  reports  that  the  manganese  industry 
of  Cuba,  which  dates  back  20  years,  has  been  con¬ 
tinued,  with  certain  interruptions,  up  to  the 
present  time.  There  are  thi  ee  generally  recognised 
groups  or  deposits  of  ore  within  the  Santiago  district  known  as  Cristo, 
Cauto  and  Ponupo,  the  last  mmtioned  being  the  largest  and  having 
produced  up  to  the  present  about  2,000,000  tons.  It  is  still  pro¬ 
ducing  about  3,000  tons  per  month  of  a  fair  grade  of  furnace  ore 
which  averages  about  43  per  cent,  metallic  content.  The  Cristo 
group  is  producing  a  small  amount  of  ore  that  runs  about  46  per 
cent.,  while  the  Cauto  group  is  producing  about  2,000  tons  per  month. 

During  1915  practically  all  the  ore  produced  w’as  shipped  to 
Raltimore  with  the  exception  of  a  small  consignment  to  Italy.  The 
demand  for  furnace  ore  is  still  strong.  None  of  the  ore  is  treated 
locally,  except  by  log  washing  to  remove  the  dirt. 

Large  deposits  of  manganese  still  remain  undenounced  and  un¬ 
developed,  no  particular  attention  having  been  given  to  them.

Large  concessions  of  petroleum-bearing  land  have 
Ijeen  granted  in  various  parts  of  Bolivia  and  although  as  yet 
there  has  been  no  considerable  working  of  the  deposits,  the  President 
proposes  the  passing  of  laws  to  govern  the  exploitation  of  such 
deposits.  I’roposals  for  the  commercial  exploitation  of  salt  and 
chloride  of  sodium  deposits  have  been  rejected  by  the  President,  who 
holds  that  such  deposits  should  continue  to  ^  worked  on  a  free 
basis  by  the  native  class  by  whom  they  are  now  chie6y  worked, 
and  Congref'S  is  asked  to  pass  legislation  in  regard  to  this  question. 

A  tin  Smelter  is  shortly  to  be  installed  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
La  l*az,  and  efforts  to  smelt  tin  electrically  on  a  commercially  paying 
basis  are  receiving  the  encouragement  of  the  Government.

Japan  has  increased  considerably.  Taking  the  first  eight  months  of 
this  year  it  is  found  that  the  value  of  exports  of  looms  and  other 
mill  equipment  from  Japan  amounted  to  1,145,993  yen,  as  compared 
with  475,056  yen  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1915,  and  with 
285,812  5'en  and  237,279  yen  in  the  corresponding  periods  of  1914 
and  1913,  respectively. 

The  increase  in  this  branch  of  trade  is,  of  course,  due  to  the  war 
which  has  prevented  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  of  looms,  etc., 
from  supplying  the  Japanese  market,  and  German  manufacturers 
from  exporting  the  cheap  weaving  machinery  w’hich  they  formerly 
sent  to  Eastern  markets.  The  deu  and  for  machinery  in  India  and 
China  has  also  been  stimulated  by  the  shortage  in  imports  of  cotton 
goods  into  these  countries,  thereby  causing  manufacturers  to  seek  to 
extend  their  operations  in  order  to  meet  local  demands  for  cotton 
goods.  The  result  of  this  combination  of  circumstances  is  that  there 
is  an  increased  demand  for  Japanese  mill  equipment. 

The  value  of  Japan’s  exports  of  mill  equipment  to  India  in  1915 
was  587,499  yen,  as  compared  with  100,861  yen  in  1914.  To  the 
Straits  Settlements  Japan  expo»ted  such  goods  to  the  value  of  12,350 
yen,  as  compared  with  nil  in  1914.  Trade  in  similar  goods  with  China 
hasshowti  a  large  increase. 

Japanese  manufacturers  are  increasing  their  plant  to  meet  this 
growing  demand.  The  largest  manufacturing  concern  is  stated  to  be 
able  to  produce  monthly  from  500  to  600  looms,  with  accessories. 
Looms  are  now  being  made  wholly  of  iron  and  steel.

ended  31st  August,  1914,  5,577  408  bales  and  307,325  bales,  re¬ 
spectively.  The  consumption  ot  cotton  during  the  cotton  year  1916 
represented  increases  of  14  3  percent,  and  14'7  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  that  lor  the  cotton  years  1915  and  1914,  respectively,  and  the 
corresponding  percentages  of  increase  for  linters  were  113’9  and 
186  6.  The  marked  increase  in  the  consumption  of  linters  is  due  to 
the  very  great  increase  in  the  use  of  this  product  in  the  manufacture 
of  explosives.

The  Commission  recom¬ 
mends  (1)  the  institution  of  a  partial  rnonoply  of  tobacco,  comprising 
the  taking  over  by  the  State  of  the  production  and  importation  of  the 
r’aw  leaf  tobacco  and  the  general  sale  of  manufactured  tobaccos ;  (2) 
the  institution  by  the  State  of  a  nuHlel  manufactory;  and  (3)  State 
encouragement  of  indef>endent  manufacturers.  It  is  thought  that  by 
these  means  the  producer  would  be  protecterl  from  any  violent 
fluctuations  in  prices,  and  the  interests  both  of  the  consumer  and  of 
those  traders  who  elect  to  remain  independent  w'ould  be  safeguarded.

business  in  different  localities ;  Foreign  and  Colonial  Tariffs  and 
Customs  Regulations ;  Commercial  Statistics ;  Forms  of  Certificates 
of  Origin;  Regulations  concerning  Commercial  Travellers;  Sources 
of  Supply,  I’rices,  etc.  of  Trade  Products;  Shipping  and  Transport; 
etc.,  etc. 

Samples  of  foreign  competitive  goods  and  commercial  products 
w’hich  are  received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time  are  exhibited  at 
the  Offices  of  the  Department. 

The  samples  collected  since  the  war  began  of  goods  of  German  and 
Austrian  manufacture,  which  have  been  sold  in  British  markets 
abroad  and  in  certain  foreign  markets,  have  been  shipped  to  Canada 
upon  loan  to  the  Dominion  Government  for  exhibition  there — see 
notice  on  p.  646. 

The  British  Industries  Fair,  1916,  was  held  at  the  Victoria  and 
Albert.  Museum,  London,  from  21st  February  to  3rd  March.  The 
Board  of  Trade  have  decided  to  hold  another  Fair  in  London  next 
year  from  Monday,  26th  February,  to  Friday,  9th  March,  inclusive.

NATIONAL  INSURANCE  (UNEMPLOYMENT)  ACTS, 
1911  to  1916. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Hoard  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

2070X.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  refining  precious 
metals. 

207 IX.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  calcining  ironstone, 
whether  at  the  mines  or  at  the  smelting  works. 

2072X.  Pointsmen,  signalmen,  and  other  workmen  engaged  in 
regulating  traffic  at  factories  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  munitions 
work,  or  in  any  trade  insured  under  the  National  Insurance  (Part 
11.)  (Munition  Workers)  Act,  1916. 

2071X.  Workmen  engaged  in  grinding  and  preparing  ochre  and 
red  oxide  for  use  as  colours. 

2075X.  Workmen  (including  engine  drivers,  firemen,  labourers, 
etc.)  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  sawmilling  or  machine  woodwork 
by  means  of  portable  engines  and  machinery  in  or  adjacent  to  woods. 

2076X.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  slate  for  electrical 
appliances,  tanks  or  vats  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions  of 
war. 
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National  Insurance  {Unemployment)  Acts,  1911  to  1916. 


2078X.  Workmen  (ihcluding  stranders  and  coverers)  engaged 
wholly  or  mainly  in  making  telephone  cords. 

2079X.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  covering  metal 
wire  with  silk,  cotton  or  other  material. 

2080X.  Workmen  employed  at  woollen  mills  or  woolcombing 
works,  and  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  manufacture  of  soap  and 
seak. 

2081X.  Workmen  engaged  w’holly  or  mainly  in  spinning  or  purling 
metal  wire  for  use  in  embroideiy. 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  RATABLE 
in  respect  of : — 

2069.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  boot  blacking  not 
intended  for  use  in  war. 

2073.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  cleaning,  lacquering 
or  varnishing  tins  subsequent  to  filling  with  goods  the  packing  of 
which  is  not  insured  work. 

2077.  Workmen  (other  than  those  insurable  under  Part  II.  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act.  1911)engaged  in  the  repair  of  bridges  which 
are  built  up  on  the  site. 

Note. — Decisions  in  w’hich  the  Umpire  has  decided  that  contri¬ 
butions  are  payable  under  the  National  Insurance  (l^art  II.) 
(Munition  Workers)  Act,  1916,  are  indicated  by  the  letter  X  at  the 
end  of  the  number,  e.g.,  1554X.  Clontributions  under  these  decisions 
are  payable  as  from  the  4th  September,  1916. 

Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question  has 
been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
